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Pertaining to independent claim 9, "a second shallow trench isolation for the p-channel 
field effect transistor having a third shallow trench isolation side, the third shallow trench 
isolation side being devoid of an overhang; and the second shallow trench isolation side for the 
p-channel field effect transistor further having a fourth side shallow trench isolation side, the 
fourth shallow trench isolation side being transverse to the third shallow trench isolation side and 
having at least one overhang configured to prevent oxidation induced stress in a direction 
transverse to the direction of current flow for the p-channel field effect transistor."
